repairmen were everywhere busy. The' 
highway department- had a great 
deal of 'work to do to clear the streets 
of refuse and make,.them passable. 
Trouble men of the' Illuminating' Com- 
pany and -.the . Telephone Company 
faced a herculean task to clear their 
wires'arid restore ;service. They went 
to work with a will, however, and the 
lighting 'service was practically all 
repaired, by Wednesday. . The tele- 
phones, will take longer, however, as 
some;3000 stations were' affected "by 
the storm.

Butterfly culture-In' the'south of 


France la rapidly growing In popular- 
ity. 
Here, under expert 
scientific 


guidance, hundred*' of'beautiful speci- 
mens are br«d.- The farms are provid- 
ed with special leafy frees' and plants 
on which the .egg» are. hatche.d. 'Di- 
rectly the young app'pa'r the branchei 
are taken to a well;venlllated room, 
where they are; placed in jars of water. 
As soon us tiio caterpillars tiavs eaten 
up this first supply orieavei fresh 
branches are provided. . Having been 
In tin o'ven 'temperature for about two 
weeks, the young caterpillars are taken 
out Into the open, wtiere they aro 
lila'ce'd on plants protected from birds 
by riets. When fully g'jown this pro- 
tective net Is removed find soon they 
retire Into cocoons or roll tlieuisalves 
up Into leaves. These are collected and 
stored'ln boxes, where In a very short 
tline.butterllles of wonderful hues are 
evolved. Cross-breeding has been tried 
and numerous experiments .are con- 
ducted to. obtain brilliant nnd original 
markings on the wings of these Insects, 
which are afterward sold to collectors 
or for the adornment of women's hats 
and dresses.

less effective, but It 'recovers Its pow- 
er when the amount of sewage Is re- 
duced to the proper proportion. Chem- 
ical analysis and the effects open fish 
put Into the filtered water unite In tes- 
tifying to Hie efficiency of'the process.

Methuselah, suys a professor of As. 


syriology, ay have lived to a ripa old 
age, but it probably was nothing like 
the age attributed to him by later 
chroniclers. In fact, he believes, most 
of the surprising ages of ancient 
Hebrews and Babylonians were "fak- 
ed" in order to conceal a prevalent' 
ignorance of history. 


The people did not actually believe 


their legendary heroes lived to such 
ages, but they were certain the world 
was far older than they had definite 
knowledge of and consequently were 
forced to invent new heroes or to 
make the lives of such as they had 
stretch oVer thfc -whole - period of 
which they had fragmentary knowl- 
edge. .

guessed at a probable period and then 
divided it by the number of kings they 
knew about and thus assigned each

When the Thirty- 
second Massachusetts Infantry left 
Fort Warren o'n a Monday noon in 
Titay, on a hurry call from the front, 
the men marched through the sally, 
port and aboard the ferryboat Dan- 
iel Webster, "with all the verses of 
the. John Brown chorus from 600 
throats -to the• accompaniment - of 
their own drum corps." 


Daniel Webster's son did not write 


the song. The historian of "The 01- 
First" Massachusetts regiment gives 
a circumstantial account of.the ori- 
gin of the song, while certain com- 
panies were on coast defence dutynt 
Fort Warren in May, 1861—how the 
garrison 
had a glee club, among 


whose members were Greenleaf, a 
Harvard College organist, and many 
; men with New England, names,' to- 
gether with a certain John. Brown, 
"a jovial young Scot," humorous and 
"always a 
mark 
for 
wit," whose 


naine was reminiscent of the Ha:r- 
per's Ferry episode. How the club 
on th.e night of ilny 24 amused 
themselves in a^casemate with n pop- 
ular religious refrain, "Say, Broth- 
ers, will you meet us?" with a "Glo- 
ry hallelujah" refrain. How they be- 
gan to-:banter Brown and someone 
said, "This can^fc be John Brown, 
for John. Brown's dead," and another 
added, "His body lies mouldering in 
the grave." And Henry J. Hallgreen 
began to. sing about Brown to* the 
camp meeting tune, and verse- by 
verse the song was evolved.

leaf and H. H. Brownell undertook 
to prepare a suitable notation for the 
song, the verses were revised; and 
soon published.

Fletcher —Webster- command", . and 
when that famous regiment received 
its battle flags on the Common, Gil- 
more's Band played the song as a 
marching tune and the Men sang 
it in unison. We are informed that 
the John .Brown, who served! as the 
titular hero of the original song, 
whie serving ,as a sergeant with the 
Twelfth, was drowned in the capsiz- 
ing of a boat in the Shenandoah river 
on Jiine 6, 1S62.

Three 
different varieties Df com were con- 
cerned In the experiment.and the best 
growth of rape was secured with flint 
corn, while with dent varieties the 
shading .of the heavy growth of corn 
reduced the .yield of rape somewhat. 


As an average the rape Increased 


.the gains of. the hogs from, 1.06 pounds 
dally on corn alone to 1.28 pounds. In 
the case of the flint corn.the rape was 
responsible for nn Increase in dally 
gains of one-third of a pound. -In the 
case of the dent varieties, tha In- 
creases, were somewhat less. 


Banking With Earth Is 


Best to Blanch Celery 


Ranking with earth Is tho ordinary 


method of blanching celery. Have the 
rows of-plants at least 8^4 to 4 feet 
.apart .and draw .the earth from be- 
tween the rows up to the plants as 
they grow. Boards placed at etch 
side of the row end held upright with 
stakes are sometimes used. Specially 
prepared paper Is also used In thl« 
way. Paper hards may be used and 
an ordinary three-Inch drain tile set 
down over the plant will be satisfac- 
tory.

In- Kansas, the alfalfa 
seed raisers save the thin) cutting for 
seed, claiming that the pods from this 
cutting are more uniformly filled and 
the seed more fertile and there are 
fewer weeds to contend with than 
where an earlier cutting Is osed. 


Sudan Grass as Pasture 
Sudan grass makes a good pasture, 


It may be sown any time after Hay

Potash Makes Much Land 


Profitable for Farmers 


Ono may safely say that crops can- 


.not be .grown profitably on muck ,pr 
peat lands UBttl^pqtash has been sup- 
plied to them In generous quantities. 
These lands are of vegetable origin, 
most of them containing possibly ten 
.times as much ammonia ai phosphoric 
acid or potash. 
The seriousness of 


such a condition In relation to plant 
growth Is understood when It Is" re- 
membered that plants usually require 
these three materials In practically the 
reverse proportions. 


Thus we find muck land farmers In 


Increasing numbers uslflg fertilizers 
relatively high In phosphoric acid find 
potash. 
For eiample. the Ohio sta- 


tion Is recommending a 2-8-8 fertilizer 
for onions and celery on muck land, 
while Xew Tork suggeits an 0-10-10 
for onions and 4-8-10 for celery. "In- 
diana recommends an 0-12-12 fertilize* 
for cereals and general crops In case 
the soils are acid, while on non-acid 
soils, 0-8-2-1 or straight potash Is ad- 
vocated.
